This Detail Action is responding to application filed on 02/27/2004. 
Claims 1-93 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions

In the instant case, the PKI certificate in the invention I 
is used for authentication. On the other hand, the invention II directs to connecting the 
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software component to a gaming system based on a preset software policies, the See
